His object was 
therefpre to call forth « certain roportion of the provi- 
fional éavalry in the completett ftate for effective fervice, 
ahd to keep the other part in training, with a very {mall 
expence to individuals, fo as to be ready to act, fhould 
there be occafion for their fervices. He concluded by 
moving, “ That leave be given to bring in a bill for 
the tepulating'the force of provifional cavalry, mention- 
ed in the act of the laft fefhon of Parliament.” 

_ To anfwer to fome obfervations, Mr Dundas obfer- 
ved, that as the maritime counties were already expofed 
to more temporary burdens than other counties, it would 
bé peculiarly hard if they were to fuffer in the refent 
inftance more in proportion than the others.

p Rapcgeey had been made by the enemy of thips 
¢ under th¢ protection of convoys, but the enter- 
ifing fpirit of the merchants had occafioned many 
by neglecting to take advantage of that protec- 
tion, and running the rifk of fending veffels to fea with- 
out convoys. Many inftances of that kind had parti- 
cglarly occurred in.the Weft Indies. If the meafures, 
eaeiies which he propofed were agreed to, the moft 
beneficial confequences would refult,to the commerce 
of the country. He then moved, “ That no Britith 
- regiftered thall be permitted to fail without convoy ; 
nlefs by fpecial licence from the Lords Commiflioners 

of the Admiralty.” 

Mr Tiersex made fome obfervations in oppofition 
to the whole of the plan. 

Mr Hosuousse profeffed to confider the meafure as 
highly exceptionable, as contrary to the leading maxim, 
that the freedom of trade was effential to its profperity. 

- Mr Bryan EpwAxps approved of the sieualed re- 
gulation for the failing of convoy, and thought its utility, 
its propriety, .and-its.neceflity fo apparent, that he had 
expected no-perfon would oppofe it. But he withed to 
hear it explained, how a propofition for the better pro- 
tegtion of trade, was neceflarily connected with another 
propofition, a duty on trade. ‘ 

Sir Francis Barnine begged that commerce might 
be let alone. He admitted that convoys had been al- 
moft regularly graated by the Admiralty ; but there 
frequemly occurred oceafions when a merchant would 
not wait Convoy ; and if trade was fo well protected, 
what other teafon could be given® for Government. co- 
ming forward now to impefe a convoy on the merchants 
on all occafions, but that they. may. impofe.a duty.— 
Reafoning from the example of the effect of the recent 
proclamation iffued by thé’ Dire&tory againft neutral 
veffels carrying Britihh goods, he*contended that a du- 
ty on exports and imports would increafe the trade of 
neutral veflels, and ecteale that.of Great Britain.— 
For it was not unufual to-hear of goods being fent from 
Amfterdam to Mufcou, in’ Ruflia, overland, to fave 
expence and the Turkey Company, from the {ame mo- 
tives, frequently fent Britith manufaclures acrofs the 
defarts of Perfia. If, therefore, trade was already fo 
rouch burthetied, “would not an additional impoft tend 
to diminifh it? It might be defirable to protect trade 








as much as poflible; but.he believed, the capture by the |, 


French, of Britith veffels, having. Britifh manufactures 
on board, tending to increafe the demand in our mar- 
kets. : ‘ 
“+Mr Duwnpas thought this difcovery of the Hon. 
Baronet new, and certainly extraordinary. He had 
never before known the capture of our ships by the ene- 
my’s privateers recommended as the beit receipt for 
promoting the manufactures of the country.

-Mr’ Rose replied, moft céttainly. For although at 
a diftance from the Admiralty, ‘yet there were always 
perfons in thofe parts to whom the neceffary authority 
ihould be delegated.

impofe one of 24 per cent. generally, except 10 2 
very few cafes; but, upon reprefentation from the mer- 
chants, that a competition exilted very ftrangly in the 
European markets ayainft Britith manufactures, coo- 
vinced therefore, that it would be neceffa,y to enable 
the merchants to export at as little expence as poflidle, 
on the exports to the ports of 
Europe of § per cent. ‘To America and the Welt In- 
dies, whete competition by no means exilted, or. if at 
all only in a {mall degree in the former, a duty of 2 per 
cent. The exports to Ireland thould continue. free as 
they are now, and no duty was intended to be impofed 
ot Eaft India exports, becaufe it would fall on the Com- 
pany who generally undertook to protect their own trade. 
From the duty of 4 per cent on exports to Europe, a 
revenue of 233,000! would arife. With refpect to 
imports, it was intended to impofe on them a duty of 
3 per cent. inftead of 2} per cent. as was originally 
hinted. This duty would only attach to fuch articles 
from the Eaft Indies as fell into a competition with our 
own markets, or our imports from any other part of the 
world ; fach as muflin,.which was brought to confide- 
rable perfe@tion at home, fugar and indigo from the 
Weft Indies, and rice and tobacco from America.— 
From. the duty oa imports,’a’ revenue would therefore 
accree of not Jefs than 861,000!. and, joined to fome 
favings on certain regulations with refpect to the duty 
on coffee and tobacco, the duties on exports would a- 
mount-to 256,000l. making a total of 1,170,000l. In 
addition to thefe duties,"he had next to propofe a duty 
on tonnage. ‘This would be at the rate of 6d. per ton 
to Ireland, rs. 6d. to Rufa andthe Baltic, 4s. to the 
Eatt Indies, 6d. to Newfoundland, and 10d. to Ame- 
ricas~-From thefe a further fum of 208,000]. would 
be obtained. The total amount of thefe fums was 
1,378,000]. and what this was fhort of the million and 
a half-for which credit had been taken by his Right 
Hon. Friend, had, in his mind, been wifely facrificed 
for the eafe and encouragement of our own manufac- 
tures. With refpeét to the meafure as a whole, he 
could not help confidering that trade would be fo much 
protected, and infurance in future neceflarily fo redu- 
| ced, ag to render it'a moft beneficial-one. He there- 
fore hoped the refolutions would be agreed to ; and, as 
thefe had been rendered more numerous than they o- 
therwife. would have ‘been, by the merchants having 
withed that the rates of duties on exports fhould be 
fixed generally, in proportion to 24 ptr cent. hé thought 
they would be beft underitood’ when reduced to the 
form of a bill. The imports were again fo various 
and complex, that: no fcale could be formed of the 
rates of duty. Mr Rofe concluded with moving the 
firft refolutioni, 

Mr Ew confidering that taxés were neceflary, 
faid he would not obje& to the prefent meafure ; but he 
hoped the Hon. Gentleman would explain fome points 
of cénfiderable importatice which he had fated. He 
would 4fk whether the rate, ad valorem, was to be ta- 
ken accdrding to the marketable value of the goods, or 
from the value marked in the Infpector-General’s.book ; 
which in fome cafes was ‘double the real value, as ap- 
peared to have been the cafe when the prices of cofice 
imported were laid béfore the Houfe in the laft feffion. 
Several articles therefore from the Weft Indies would, 
by this fictitious valuation, pay a tax of five per cent.— 
He withed to know if it was intended that fugars fhould 
pay a duty on being exported from this country, after 
having paid the duty on importation. The duty on 
tonnage he confidered to be a tax on all goods export- 
ed “He was no enemy to this meafure generally. But 
obferving the thinnefs of the Houfe, he wifhed the con- 
fideration of it might be put off for a. fhort time. 

Mr Ross faid, with refpect to the valuation upon 
goods, a tariff would be formed to eftablith their gene- 
ral rates; anda table fent to the different merchants 
for that purpofe. «It was true what the Hon. Gentle- 
man had faid about the price of coffee ; but that cir- 
cumftance arofe from the rates in the Infpector-Gene- 
ral’s book having been fo laid in the time-of King Wil- 
liam. As toa duty on goods that were to. be exported 
after importation, he could inform the Hon. Gentle- 
man that none was to be daid on fugar or coffee, altho’ 
the continent of Europe.could not be fupplied with 
thofe articles from any other place except Great Bri- 
tain. 

Sir Francais Baring faid, he could not agree with 
one of the Hon. Gentleman’s propofitions, that of lay- 
ing the heavielt tax on America, which was one of the 
the beft cuftomers this country had for her manufactures. 
The Houfe thould confider how impolitic it would be. 
The trading part of the nation was now called upon to 
pay very heavy burdens 3 and it was ready to do fo, as 
far as had on a former day been {tated to be neceffary 
for the defence of the country. If the intended mea- 
fure was to be extended..te..neutral fhips, that part of 
our trade would be completely banifhed fram the coun- 


try 

Mr Ross faid, that no fuch thing was intended. 

Mr Peete faid, he was a friend to the principle of 
the meafure ; but he conccived it to be unwife and im- 
politic. to cramp manufactures, not fo much on ac- 
count of its affecting manufactures. as the revenue of the 
country. . It would appear, if Gentlemen confidered, 
that one pound of cotton, which in its raw {tate would 
coft only 1s. 6d. would in its manufactured flate fell 
for 6s.. fo -by this the nation gained 4s. 6d. 

The feveral refolutions were then agreed to, and the 
report was ordered to be received to-morrow. 

The bill for laying'a duty on armorial bearings was 
read a firft time. 

_. On the queftion that the mifdemeanour cofts bill be 
committed, the Houfe proceeded to a divifion, when 
there being only thirty-one Members prefent, they im- 
mediately adjourned.
